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The Coinage of Canada 


by Ann Marie Reis 


As part of our ongoing series on ancient and world coinage, this issue of 
New England World Selections focuses on the development of coins 
in Canada. 


Canadian coinage is experiencing a healthy revival in today’s 
world coin market. Specifically, U.S. collector/investors, with an eye 
toward foreign coinage, are turning to pre-1940 Canadian issues in 
Choice Condition. Since many of these specimens are underpriced 
compared to Choice coinage from other countries, some experts feel 
they may be ripe for financial gains in the near future. 


The evolution of Canadian coinage mirrors the historical 
development of the country. After Englishman John Cabot 
discovered Newfoundland in 1497, many other Europeans, including 
the French, were drawn to the rich fishing regions of Canada. For the 
next 150 years, both France and England fought over these colonies, 
with England slowly gaining ground. By 1763, England had assumed 
full control of these North American posessions. However, the seeds 
had already been sown for later conflicts between English and French 
settlers. Under English rule, each colony had its own governing body 
and was allowed a substantial amount of independence through 
home rule. 
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French Imperial Issues 


In the early days of the Canadian settlements, the lack of coined 
money hindered trade with other countries. Coins from all over the 
world were used as mediums of exchange. France, prior to the 
English conquest, struck special colonial issues and some French |Im- 
perial issues in 1670. Under the authority of King Louis XIV, silver 5 
sols and 15 sols were minted in Paris then shipped to Canada. During 
this period, French billon coins were also circulated in the colonies. 
(A billon is a low-grade alloy consisting of a silver and copper mix- 
ture, and sometimes coated with a silver wash.) These coins were 
issued in 15 and 30 deniers, and later in half sol marque and sol mar- 
que. Because French Imperial issues were used in trade between the 
United States and Canada, they are listed in R.S. Yeoman’s 
Red Book.

After the British conquest, settlers used the Spanish milled 
dollar, though its value differed from colony to colony. In Prince 
Edward Island, for example, up to 1,000 Spanish-American ‘dollars’ 
were perforated,.forming “plugs” (the discs punched out of the 
center) and “holey dollars” (the rings that remained). The plugs 
passed for 1 shilling and the holed dollar for 5 shillings, while the 
unperforated dollars went for only 5 shillings. 


British regal coppers were also imported to the colonies, but 
they were accompanied by many counterfeit pieces. In time, the cop- 
per currency became too voluminous in the settlements. In 1817, the 
Nova Scotian government forbade further importation of these 
private copper pieces and ordered that those in circulation be 
withdrawn within three years. In 1823, the province contracted a 
private firm in England to provide coppers that were slightly lighter 
in weight than the corresponding official coins. These halfpennies 
and pennies, labeled the “Thistle Tokens” because of their reverse 
design, were minted without the knowledge of the British govern- 
ment. Their obverse showed the bust of King George IV, though the 
issue was coined two years after his death. 


Bank Tokens 


In Lower Canada, the government refused to take action against 
the spurious coppers flooding the area, so the Bank of Montreal took 
the problem into its own hands by issuing half-penny tokens in 1835. 
The value of each piece was inscribed in French on the reverse, 
though incorrectly expressed by the plural form “sous” instead of 
“sou.” The next year, the government authorized the coins and the 
word “Montreal” was added to the reverse. During the next few years, 
other major banks in Lower Canada began issuing-sou pieces. These 
tokens were struck at two private mints in England: Ralph Heaton and 
Sons, and Boulton and Watt. 


During this time, armed rebellions broke out in the colonies, par- 
ticularly in Lower Canada, where there were a number of French- 
speaking citizens. English officials, attempting to rectify the situa- 
tion, began a move to unite the regions. In 1841, Upper and Lower 
Canada merged to form the Province of Canada, but years passed 
before any further unions were agreed to. 


In the midst of these negotiations, decimal currency was in- 
troduced in Canada, and in 1858, the Province of Canada adopted the 
decimal system, followed by Nova Scotia and New Brunswick in 
1861, Newfoundland in 1865 and Prince Edward Island in 1871. Each 
colony's dollar was rated differently. For example, the Province of 
Canada, New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island set their dollar 
equal to the U.S. gold dollar, so the pound-sterling was worth $4.86 
*/3. Nova Scotia set its currency at $5 to the pound-sterling, and New- 
foundland's dollar was set at $4.80 to the pound-sterling. These coins 
were struck at either the Royal Mint in London, or the Heaton Mint in 
Birmingham, England. 


Dominion of Canada 


In 1867, the British North America Act was passed by the 
English Parliament, uniting the provinces of Nova Scotia, Quebec 
and New Brunswick into the Dominion of Canada. Three years later, 
these colonies stopped issuing their own distinctive coins, and a 
single coinage represented the entire Dominion. Newfoundland’s 
coinage continued until 1947 and Prince Edward Island had a single 
issue of cents in 1871, prior to entering the Dominion in 1873. 


Late in the 19th century, Canadian citizens began pushing for a 
domestic mint with the power to coin sovereigns. In 1908, The Royal 
Mint, Ottawa Branch, began issuing gold coins that were used as 
mediums of exchange with Great Britain and other Commonwealth 
nations. From 1912-1914, $5 and $10 gold pieces were struck at the 
mint for circulation within Canada. In 1931, The Royal Mint was 
renamed the Royal Canadian Mint when it became part of the govern- 
ment’s Department of Finance. A second mint was established in 
1973 in Hull, Quebec, with the striking of the first Olympic coins. Two 
years later, a third mint became operational in Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


In general, Canadian coins of early vintage are relatively scarce 
compared to U.S. coinage from the same period. For instance, many 
Proof issues from Newfoundland have less than 15 pieces known to 
exist today. There are several major Canadian rarities, including the 
1911 Pattern Dollar which recently passed hands for $300,000. 
(There are only two or three known specimens of this issue.) At a 
1978 New England auction, a Canadian 1921 Half Dollar of Uncir- 
culated grade brought $35,000. This is the scarcest of the regular 
Canadian issues.

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World Coin 
Commentary

market and predicts key numismatic trends for the 1980's.) 


When | began my career in numismatics 23 years ago, | never im- 
agined the vast changes the hobby would undertake. The growth has 
been absolutely astounding. 


Numismatics has gone from an enjoyable pastime to an industry 
with annual sales in the billions of dollars. During the past five years, 
we have witnessed the phenomenal growth of the U.S. coin market. 
The public is becoming keenly aware of the importance of rare coins. 
This is due, in part, to the increasing number of new collectors en- 
tering the hobby each year. Multi-media advertising has helped to 
“spread the word” and has recruited many new collectors and in- 
vestors. This brings me to a growth area in numismatics which is just 
beginning to be explored: World Coins. 


In reviewing the past year, | was struck by the growing number of 
dealers in the U.S. and overseas who are committing both energy and 
capital to this sector of numismatics. There has been a great influx of 
interest in World Coins by private investors and financial planners, 
who recognize that it is only prudent to fully diversify one’s assets. 
Restricting a financial portfolio solely to one type of asset is the same 
as putting “all of your eggs in one basket.” By the same token, a col- 
lection of coins from only one country will not have the same market- 
ability as a properly built “international portfolio.” This is why many 
investors are now adding world coins to their rare coin collections. 


Currently, the world coin market has been experiencing what | 
have termed the “leap-frog effect.” One example of this is the current 
surge of popularity of German coins in the United States: as demand 
for these specimens increases, U.S. dealers and collectors are willing 
to pay more than their counterparts in Germany. Before long, the ma- 
jority of the Germany choice investment quality coins find their way 
to the United States. In essence, our market has leaped ahead of the 
Europeans. Soon German collectors and dealers begin realizing their 
relatively small supply of coins is fast disappearing. They, in turn, 
become bolder in the pursuit of these coins until the prices in Ger- 
many have again leaped ahead of the United States. This scenario 
repeats itself over and over in the world coin market. In fact, these cir- 
cumstances virtually assure the continued growth in this area of 
numismatics. 


Now comes the difficult question: which coins will go up in value 
over the next few years? Obviously, coins from countries with strong 
collector bases and active economies will have a strong financial 
return. Thus, coins of Germany, Great Britain and Canada will con- 
tinue to be the front runners for quite some time. In the very near 
future, | predict the coinage of the Netherlands, Belgium and Scan- 
dinavia will make some strides. | also expect that collector/investors 
will be closely examining the exceedingly low mintage gold coinage 
of Mexico and Portugal. German Proof coins from 1872-1939 will 
continue to be the “Blue Chips” of the world coin market. And watch 
for Mint State-63 and better coins of this same period to make similar 
advances. 


There are some remarkably low mintage Proof issues of other 
countries that are long overdue for a monumental price increase. 
These include Cuba 1915 and 1916 Proof issues and Canadian 
Specimen Proofs from 1858-1939. In addition, proof coins of the 
Netherlands from 1800-1940 are quite rare and definitely under- 
priced. Watch for increased activity in Russian coins. A quick check 
of the mintage figures will give you some indication of the potential 
growth that this series offers. 


It is with great anticipation that the numismatic community 
awaits the debut of Les Foxs’ International Green Sheet. This world 
coin market report, like its U.S. counterpart, The Coin Dealer 
Newsletter, should have a great impact on the world coin market.
